The beginning of tue end of llie 
fight over the I.loy d-tieorge budget 
will commence in the House of 
Lords on Monday next. Both sides 
have had a fortnight's respite from 
the fierce fighting, and all are 
ready it^ttOt eager tor the fray. It 
is more* tlian probable that the 
I<ords will reject the budget. In 
that case the present Government 
vrill doubtless step down and out- 
In that event the B.rrell Irish land 
bill must be held in abeyance, too, 
until after a general election. 

Hugh B, Sutherland, aasociate 
editor of the Philadelphia North 
.\merican. who recently returned 
from a tour of Trelnnd, in an ed- 
itorial in his paper last .Stimlay 
summed up the Irish land bill situa- 
tion very sticcinctly. F.ven If it is 
disappointing to Irishmen nnd to 
I rish-.Vmerieans. it appears to io\t r 
the situation adei|iuilely. .\|i-. 
Sutherland writes: 

The Irish land bill, the last Uiik 
in the chain meant to bind the ten- 
ant farmer to his homestead and 
take the place of the old-time fet- 
ters that linked him with slavery, 
seems to I>e doomed, for thia session 
of Psriiament at least. It went to 
the House of Lords nlmi>st complete 
in every detail: It came back to the 
Commons mutilated and useless. Hy 
a vote of :.'l!i to ."it the popular 
(diamber of the Hritish legislature 
refused to agree to the aincudnicnts 
of the Peers, and as a result the 
bill is returned them for further 

eoMsiderat ion. 

Hearing in minil the fact that the 
House of Lords n-presents in its 
memlMTshlp an overwhelming Tory 
mujiirity; that it is, just now, espe- 
*iB%"i— i»*Osi»$— WiB Uu t lgut the 
House of Commons hss forced 
upon it, and that Its traditional pol- 
icy toward Ireland is the very re- 
verse of lil>eral and eniightenevi, 
there is nothing to indicate that it 
will reverse its decision upon the 
kind bill. On the contrary, it is 
more than bkcly that the wreekeis 
of the niiMsuie in the I,ord~ I lau- 
ricardo, Cloubioek. Atkiiisoji. Or.n- 
ravoii and others of thai auii-liisb 
ilk- will render compromise impos- 
sible, and thus sound the deathlcnell 
of the meiisure. 

The third reading and passage of 
the mutilated bill in the House of 
Lords disclosed, most significantly, 
the way in which legislation affect- 
ing Trelnnd is treated by the heredi- 
tary lawmakers of the gilded cham- 
ber. Deploring the wreck of the 
bill, the Karl of Crewe, the Oovem- 
inerit lender, remarked that it was n 
most unfortunate fact tliat the 
ni:uigling in coiiiniiltee "had Ix-en 
exihisively carried on by nobl" 
l.iu'ils from Ireland." and that it 
was matter for regret thai the Kng- 
lish Peers had not taken an im- 
p!iiii:il view of the subject. To this 
hitler expression of regret Lord 
Lansdowne, the Unionist leader in 
the House of Lords, had the ready 
rejrdnder that "the reason that 
Peers not connected with Ireland 
gave the subject rather a wide l)erth 
was accounted for by the fact that 
the subject was a most wearisome 
one." 

No solitary senteni-e in any ar- 
raij.Mnneiil of the House iif l.oids 
could possible j^ive clearer nr more 
elixpient expression to its ijeneral 
attitude toward Ireland than this 
bnii^illi fi;inU > nuneuttion of the 
(.o\iTiiiueiit leader. Here was a 
in<>asure of even-handed justice af- 
fecting thousands of Irishmen; a 
measnra upon which the peace and 
prosperity of a country largely de- 
pentfed, yet, purely because they re- 
garded it as "a beastly bore" or 
damned Irish nuisance," the mis- 
erable clique that mainly owes its 
poKition us lawmakers to the acci- 
dent of birth evades diseus.sion of 
it and leaves to an i ricei uieila ble 
and reactionary niiuovilv of Irish 
landlords the di'teriiiiuat ioir of a 
legislative enactment whidi it was 
their sworn and their bounden duty 
to examine, to discuss, te reject or 
to approve. 

With the average English Tory 
Peer regarding Iri%h legislation as 
"a wearisome subject'* and the aver- 
age Irish Peer dead set against U. 
Ireland's chsnces for reforms 
throijgh the House of Lords are 
slim— NO slim, indeed, that we are 
forced to regard the Irish laud bill 
as within the shadow of the spin, 
land.

"The season of tne year has re- 
turned when, in accordance with the 
reverent custom established by our 
foiefathers. the people of the 
I'nited Slates are wont to meet in 
their usual places of worship on a 
day of thanksjfiving appointed by 
the civil magistrate to return 
thanks to (iod for the great mercies 
and benefits which they have en- 
joyed. 

"During the past year we have 
Iteen higlily blest. No great calami- 
ties or flood or tempest or epidemic 
have t>ef alien ns. We have lived m 
ipiietness, undisturbed by wars or 
rumors of wan. Peace and the 
plenty ot bounteous crops and of 
great indtistriai production animate 
a cheerful and resolute people to 
all the renewed energies of benefi- 
cent industry and material and 
moral progress. It is altogether 
fitting that we should humbly aiul 
(."•ra t ef ully acknow eilffc the ilivine 
soui'ce of these blessiii^rs. 

"Tberefori' I hereby appoint 
riiursday, the twenty-fifth day of 
November, as a day of jjeneral 
thanksgiving, and I call upon the 
people on that day, laying aside 
their usual vocations, to repair to 
their churchea and unite in appro- 
priate services of praise and thanks 
to Almighty Ood. 

•In witness whereof. 1 have here- 
tinto set my hand and caused the 
seal of the IhiHed States \tr be af- 
fixed, 

"Done at the City of Washington, 
this fifteenth day of Novemlier, in 
the \ear of our Lord one thousanil 
nine huiulred and nine, and of tin'

The sentence of such einuient 
labor leaders as Satiiuel lionipers, 
l-'rank Morrison and John .Mitchell 
to prison for alleged contempt of 
the United States courts, and their 
appeal ..tor a stay of sentence pend- 
big an appeal to the United sUtes 
Suprame Court, recalls to mind 
several things. First that the Cath- 
olic church has always been the 
friend of labor, and next that 
Socialists ^Anarchists and piratical 
labor Icaderii both at home and 
abroad have ever been the foe of 
the chni*ch. History shows that the 
Catholic church has e\er been op- 
]iosed to tyranny. She uundemns 
alike injustice to the employer and 
employe. 

Her catechism teachea that there 
are four sins crying to heaven for 
vengance: Wilful murder, oppres- 
sion of the poor, defrauding a Is- 
l>orer 'of his wages and certain of- 
fenses against morality. Three of 
these are. much alike. The em- 
ployer who oppresses the poor or 
who defrauds the laborer Is cer- 
tainly morally guilty of wilful mur- 
der, perhaps whosesale murder. The 
employe who rebels against the em- 
ployer who woulil rob him of his 
llvelihoml, who would starve his 
wife and children to death, is 
looked upon as a malefactor, and 
Ib haled before the court— Ott-times 
cast into prison. 

The Catholic ehiireh is not op- 
posed to l.ibiu' eoinliiiuit ions as long 
as these sociidics respect the law 
of Cod and the natural and civil 
rights of man. At the same time 
the church is opposerl to tyranny, 
whether it come- fr(un the em- 
ployer or the employe. AVhenever 
nnd wherever these lal>ur combina- 
tions encourage riot and bloodshed 
the church warns her children to 
stand aloof. In combinations of the 
uneducated the temptation to vio- 
lence Is very great. In them there 
are always evil and designing men, 
yitli nothing to lo.se nnd much to 
gain i>y agitation. They foster 
(juarrels between employ rs anil 
employed and then incite their 
dupes to deeds ot violence and dis- 

onler. 

In the e.n ly days of Christianity 
there were labor societies or gnihis 
established by the church in Kuro- 
pean countries. ICacli trade had its 
own guild IM' society, and i-ach was 
under the pridectiiui of the elnireh, 
Tliese guilds worked together and 
each tradesman had to seek perfec- 
tion ia bis own line. To attain this 
end when an apprentice was taught 
all his master knew he went to an- 
other town, oftrn to other coun- 
tries. Hence today we have the 
Ijigllsh word in labor' clrcleii. a 
"journeyman," to distinguish the 
finished tradesman from the norice. 

When the revolt against the Cath- 
olic church led by iiieu like Luther, 
Henry \°lll, and ,lohn Calvin camr 
to pass the 'labor guilds were either 
sorely distressed or tidally wrecked. 
Protestants call that movement 
"The Reformation." It might just 
as well have ln'cn called " I'lie Dis- 
integration of the Labor liuilds." 

The ehiiiih stands todax where it 
always stoo<l the foe of tvranny 
and oppression, tint the labor socie- 
ties that were led into the tuiinoil 
by ilcsigning men went down. They 
have never gained their full 
strength since. In Knglamt, France, 
Italy, Portugal, Spain and parts of 
Germany many labor advocates are 
Socialists or Anarchists under other 
names. But labor men are waking 
up, particularly in America, -^en 
in Enj^liad there are signs of an 
awakening to trtie conditions. 
Henr.v Hvndman, a well known 
London .Socialist, ri'ceiitl.v delivered 
an address in Hyde Park. He took 
some of the anti-CathoIios to task 
a- follows: 

l iie authors who ' rapresent the 
niiddit' class economy of our times, 
the Prcdestant divine whose creed 
is the de\il take the iiindmost here 
and hereafter, foil to iliscovcr an.v- 
thing but a liiMiry. debauch and 
hypocrisy in the Catholic ehurch of 
the fifteenth century. It is high 
time that, without any prejudice in 
favor of that diuroh, the nonsense 
which has l>een foistered onto the 
public 4>y men interested in 8up-« 
pressing facts should be exposed. 
The church, as we ail know, was the 
one body in which equality of condi- 
tions existed from the atart. The 
lands of the church were held in 
trust for the people, whose absolute 
right of assistance when In sickness 
and in poverty wa.s never disputed. 
I'niv ersities, schools, roads, rece^ 
tton houses, hospitals, poor relief, 
all were maintained out of the 
church funds. Kven the retainera 
ditiinissed after the "irsrs of the 
roses were in great part kept from 
actual starvation by the conventual 
establishment and by the parish 
priest."
